Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose and /or teach a medicine supply apparatus that 
comprises, among other things, a control device for directing a motor driving a 
discharge drum to rotate in a predetermined direction for a time interval to 
perform a discharging operation, and the control device being configured to 
periodically perform an abnormality detection operation in which an energized 
current is supplied to the motor for driving the motor in a direction opposite of the 
predetermined direction for a predetermined period of time which is less than the 
time interval to perform the discharging operation, a value of the energized 
current at the motor is measured, and an abnormality of the motor is detected if 
the value of the energized current is outside a predetermined range.
